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Secretary Weeks Urges Army of 150,000 in 
Statement Before Senate Committee 


ECRETARY OF WAR WEEKS 
S went before the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee considering the 


Army Appropriation bill on April 25 
and strongly urged that the Army be al- 
lowed 150,000 men. He pointed out that 
anything less than that number would be 
inadequate to carry out the provisions of 
the National Defense act. 





The Secretary’s Statement. 


If an economist should analyze the op- 
erations of the American government since 
its foundation he would find most of its 
wasteful expenditure and most of its bur- 
den of debt have been due to unbusiness- 
like methods in the conduct of its military 
establishment. We have entered each war 
with our national defense system unor- 
ganized. This has required an extempor- 
ized organization thrown together in great 
haste, resulting always in excessive ex- 
penditure and excessive economic disturb- 
ance. In each war we bave consistently 
adhered to the policy of forming a great 
citizen army to reinforce our small Regu- 
lar establishment, but in the absence of 
any definite plans the process of forming 
this citizen army has been one of confu- 
sion, disorder, delay and extravagance. 

After the World War there was a great 
public demand, voiced largely by our re- 
turning veterans, that this defect in our 
national machinery should be corrected. 
The National Defense act of 1920 was the 
Congressional response to this public de- 
mand. It is the first comprehensive mili- 
tary legislation in our history. It pro- 
vides for the organization, in framework, 
of an adequate citizen army in time of 
peace and for a Regular establishment 
oly large enough to make the training 
and development of the citizen army ef- 
fective and to perform certain special du- 
ties that can be performed only by detach- 
ments of professional soldiers. 

In considering the War Department’s 
estimates from the standpoint of national 
economy, we should not overlook the fact 
that the National Defense act itself is a 
great economic measure deliberately de- 
signed to provide adequate defense at a 
minimum of cost. In preparing its esti- 
mates for the fiscal year 1923 the War 
Department has had the national financial 
situation constantly in view. Every ef- 
fort has been made to cut expenditures as 
low as may be done without seriously 
checking the development of the military 
Policy embodied in the law. Every neces- 
sary activity has been curtailed as far as 
may safely be done without a permanent 
check to growth. 

Allowances Below Safe Minimum. 

The allowances made by the House of 
kepresentatives in the Army Appropria- 
tion bill are below safe minimum require- 
ments, and as they will result in checking 
the most conservative and modest program 
of development, I am convinced that they 
are inconsistent with the requirements of 
teal economy and* sound business princi- 
pies, 

I am aware that important international 
adjustments have been made during the 
bast year and I am confident that the 
ospects, of continued peace are greatly 
trightehed.w,9But arrangements of tiis 
tind do nat lish war. They affect the 
prcbability war in the immediate fu- 
ture, but they do not affect the fundamen- 
fal requirement that if war should come 
We must be prepared to meet it with a 


piull and timely development of the na- 


tin’s war power. Better international 
Understandings affect the imminence of 
War and the time permitted for military 
‘pansion. They thus affect the size and 
fost of the peace establishment, but do 
tot justify the abandonment of the neces- 
"tty machinery for developing the citizen 
‘my and providing reasonable facilities 
t voluntary military training. So far as 
timate reductions in the peace estab- 
ment are concerned, we have con- 
med to the new international situation. 
National Defense act authorized 


about 18,000 officers and 280,000 enlisted 
men. We ask for 13,000 officers and 150,- 
000 enlisted men. But to reduce the Reg- 
ular establishment to 11,000 officers and 
115,000 men, as provided in the «House 
appropriation bill, not only will give us 
inadequate regular garrisons, but will seri- 
ously check the development of the citi- 
zen components of our national defense 
system. 

I am aware of no issue that at the pres- 
ent time threatens to involve us in inter- 
national complications. Our relations 
with all the great powers of the world are 
normal. There is no evidence of foreign 
designs against us. We must, however, 
recognize that throughout the greater part 
of the world a condition of instability pre- 
vails which renders the permanence of 
world peace very uncertain. In Europe, 
nations are seeking to strike a new bal- 
ance of power, and new combinations are 
being formed which will have a far-reach- 
ing effect on world relations, but whose 
ultimate importance no man can foresee. 
In none of these combinations has Amer- 
ica any direct interest. ‘Nevertheless, it 
would be the height of imprudence not to 
recognize that from them conditions may 
evolve which would gravely affect our na- 
tional security. 


Peace, with Preparedness. 


We do not know from what source or in 
what manner pressure may be brought to 
bear against us. But it is certain that to 
remain weak and unprepared in the face 
of such a situation is to invite aggression. 
It is moreover essential not only that we 
maintain a reasonable state of prepared: 
ness but that it should be a matter of in- 
ternational knowledge that we are so pre- 
pared. There should be no misapprehen- 
sion either as to America’s ability or her 
intention to defend herself against aggres- 
sion or infringement of her just rights. To 
assume this degree of preparedness with- 
out undergoing the prohibitive expense of 
large standing establishments is the pri- 
mary object of our organization under the 
National Defense act. 


Stability, the Army’s Need. 


What the Army needs more than any 
other requirement is stability. In order 
to carry out its mission there must be 
some fixity of policy and definiteness of 
organization. After Congress fixes the 
number of officers and enlisted men there 
must be a careful organization and allot- 
ments of the authorized personnel, so that 
the force as a whole can train for and per- 
form the duties assigned it by law. 

After such an adjustment has been made 
any arbitrary further cut in strength is 
only an apparent economy. The immedi- 
ate saving in pay and rations is largely 
offset by necessary reorganizations and re- 
distributions and real economy and effi- 
ciency are further disturbed by necessary 
shifts of persennel to new stations and 
new duties. This disadvantage is serious 
enough if the Regular Avmy only is con- 
sidered, but when we bear in mind that 
the officers of the Army are now charged 
with important new duties in developing 
the National Guard, the Reserves and the 
system of voluntary training, when we 
bear in mind that many new officers must 
themselves receive special training for 
their manifold duties, the serious conse- 
quences of frequent reorganization must 
be apparent to any man with business 
sense. Reductions of strength must in- 
volve readjustment and redistribution with 
unsettled training and employment unless 
the Army is to abandon some of the ac- 
tivities assigned it by law. 

Officers in the Regular Service enter it 
with the purpose of continuing during the 
military years of their lives. Every offi~ 
cer is now wondering what his fate may 
be in the threatened readjustment. He 
cannot do his best work under such condi- 
tions and if this situation is to continue 
from year to year it must have a serious 
effect upon the development of our whole 
system of national defense, 


Efficiency and Training. 


I have been speaking primarily of the 
Regular Army, but the efficiency of the 
Regular Army has a direct bearing on the 
National Guard and the Reserve forces. 
Any man who has served with the Na- 
tional Guard during the last forty years 
and is familiar with its qualities to-day 
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and hoped-for qualities In the future will 
testify that there have been rapid advances 
in its efficiency. To a considerable extent 
these advances are due to instruction and 
guidance obtained from the Regular estab- 
lishment. It is the purpose Of the present 
law and of the War Department in carry- 
ing out that law that this instruction and 
guidance shall be continued and increased 
with the view of preparing the National 
Guard throughout the country for its im- 
portant place in the first line of the na- 
tional defense. The House appropriation 
bill makes inadequate provision for the 
healthy growth of the National Guard and 
for its proper field training. 

The present strength of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps is about 65,000. Many of 
these officers have been assigned to local 
units of the Organized Reserves. In the 
event of serious military emergency re- 
quiring greater forces than those contained 
in the Regular Army and the National 
Guard the law provides for the employ- 
ment of this force. Complete organization 
and equipment of the Organized Reserves 
in time of peace is not contemplated. But 
it is proposed to provide each local unit 
with Reserve officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers, so that in the event of war 
a prepared and organized framework will 
be ready to receive and train the levies of 
new recruits in each community without 
loss of time. 

The expense of maintaining this great 
national organization in time of peace will 
be very small. The main requirement is 
the occasional assembling of Reserve offi- 
cers for short periods in order to keep up 
their training and to familiarize them defi- 
nitely with the duties they are to under- 
take upon mobilization. Without some 
definite program of this kind it will be im- 
possible to maintain the interest of this 
valuable body of Reserve officers. As no 
adequate provision has been made for the 
training of these officers ‘since they termi- 
nated their active war service, the War 
Department has asked for sufficient funds 
to call out 20,000 of them, or less than a 
third of their total number, for fifteen 
days’ training. The estimates also provide 
for a limited number of Reserve officers 
to serve for longer ‘periods than fifteen 
days on the General Staff, at the Service 
Schools and as instructors at training 
camps. For all of these purposes the 
House appropriation bill allows only $250,- 

In response to the War Department’s 
request for the funds to train 10,000 en- 
listed Reservists for fifteen days the House 
bill allows- $100. 


Replacement of Officer Material. 


Our Officers’ Reserve Corps is largely 
composed of veteran officers who have 
served in the recent war. As this valua- 
ble body of experienced officers must grad- 
ually disappear as time goes on, our law 
wisely provides for military training in 
the schools and colleges and at Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps so that the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps can be maintained and 
perpetuated. Indeed, we should train 
more than would be required for replace- 
ment. purposes, as the present number of 
Reserve officers is much less than would be 
required in a great emergency. 

Both the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps and the Citizens’ Military ‘Training 
Camps are popular institutions and .there 
has been a widespread public demand for 
their rapid development. But in view of 
the financial situation and the necessity 
for economy the War Department esti- 
mates for both have been based on the prin- 
ciple of minimum expenditure consistent 
with the minimum requirements of healthy 
growth. The House appropriation bill has 
seriously reduced the budget allowance for 
both of these important activities. 


Value of Military Training 


While the principal argument for popu- 
lar* military training rests upon the re- 


‘quirements of national defense, I am great- 


ly impressed by the evidence that has been 
submitted to you as to the physical, moral 
and educational value of military training. 
The testimony of the governors of the sev- 
eral states, of the presidents of educational 
institutions, and of the parents of the 
young men who have undergone the train- 
ing is most impressive. I feel satisfied 
that these collateral non-military benefits 
alone are more than sufficient to justify 
the cost of the training. As a business 
man about to take an employee, I weuld 


not hesitate, other conditions being equal, 
in giving preference to the man who had 
received military instruction and train- 
ing. I think that is the conclusion reached 
by every employer who has given atten- 
tion to that phase of the employee’s quali- 
fications. 

Most people do not comprehend the mul- 
tiplicity of requirements for our 
forces. They are required to furnish the 
garrisons for our foreign possessions, ‘to 
man our coast defenses at» home, to fur- 
nish protection upon our southern border 
and to be available as mobile detachments 
prepared for sudden emergency through- 
out the country. The personnel of the 
Raaitet eceetienroae must> furnish = 
administrative an supply erm 
the whole Army of the United tes, in- 
cluding the National Guard and the Re- 
serves, as well as the Regular Army itself. 
It must also be prepared to carry out its 
important mission in connection with the 
development and training of the citizen 
components of the Army of the United 
States. 

The Army has never been given such ex- 
acting and intensive training as it is now 
receiving. This applies to both officers 
and men. ‘The Army schools developed 
during the eg | ese lbenea “9 weal 
importance in the development of a 
trained and aceosapiiahan auae of officers. 
This is of special importance in the devel- 
opment of our new military policy ag it is 
essential that the Regular~officer, in fact 
as well as in theory, should be a qualified 
and expert instructor of the great of 
citizen soldiers. Our RB ! 
vice Schools are thus the “normal” schools 
for the Army of the United States as a 
whole. j 

A limited number of National Guard 
and Reserve officers will be able to enjoy 
the benefit of actual attendance, but the 
great body of our citizen soldiers must re- 
ceive the latest developments in military 
science and art from selected Regular offi- 
cers trained as instructors at the Service 
Schools. It is an interesting fact that, al- 
though our Army school system was only 
partially developed before the war, its 
graduates furnished a very large propor- 
tion of those officers who were most con- 
spicuously successful in the days of actual 
war. It it were possible for citizen 
to see what is secomplished ot ianiad, 
Sill, Bragg, Riley, Leavenworth, Hum- 
phreys, and many other places, including 
the Army War College in W. 
he would be satisfied that it would 
suicidal to retard the development of these 
institutions. .

It 
would be fatal to fail in the development 
of an engineering talent in connection with 
aviation which will keep us well abreast 
of other countries. This is necessary 
only for military purposes, but to 
and thoroughly stabilize aviation for 
mercial needs. ; 


Reduction That is Not Economy. 


I cannot think of greater folly than at- 
tempts to economize by unwise reductions 
of our forecs below the minimum required 
for the development of the national defense 
system sanctioned by the National Defense 
act. The entire structure rests upon the 
soundest economic foundation.

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General Pershing on 
Needs of Regular Army 


Gencral Pershing, on April 25, summed 
up the Army situation briefly before the 
Senate committee in the hearing on the 
Army Appropriation bill. The hearing 
was closed with the testimony of the Gen- 
eral and Secretary Weeks. 





General Pershing’s Statement. 

The military establishment of the United 
States should be in keeping with our posi- 
tion among the nations and our responsi- 
bility in the world; not that we should 
maintain a large permanent military force, 
but that we should adopt and maintain a 
system which will permit of expansion in 
time of need to the full extent of our re- 
sources in men and matériel. We should 
possess and continue from year to year a 
consistent and well matured plan contem- 
plating definite preliminary preparation 
and training for its complete development 
in case of emergency. 

This is only the part of common sense 
and ordinary precaution. World condi- 
tions to-day are not reassuring, but regard- 
less of all that we cannot afford ever again 
to be negligent. Human nature has not 
changed and the history of nations is one 
of strife. Our own experience should have 
taught us that the existence of envy, jeal- 
ousy and hatred can no more be ignored 
among nations than among individuals. 
The friends of to-day are often the enemies 
of to-morrow. Failure to recognize these 
facts has without exception found us al- 
ways unprepared. Lack of preparation in 
all our wars has caused us unnecessary 
loss of life and left us staggering under 
financial burdens. 

There is no doubt that the Civil 
War might have been prevented had the 
country been equipped with an army of 
reasonable size ready for immediate use. 
A measure of preparedness, such as that 
contemplated under the law of 1920, with 
a substantial merchant marine, would prob- 
ably have kept us out of the World War. 
At least it would have saved us the humil- 
ijation of depending upon the Allies to hold 
back the enemy for more than a year be- 
fore we were even partially prepared. As 
a matter of fact, with adequate military 
preparation there can be little question 
that the United States, under strong lead- 
ership, could have prevented the World 
War altogether. 


Mission of the Army. 


The size of the Army in peace times 
should be determined by a full considera- 
ation of its purpose and mission. That 
mission is to provide an adequate force for 
minor emergencies, to maintain law and 
order at home, to safeguard our insular 
possessions, and to prepare our citizen sol- 
diery for the defense of the country in time 
of war. The Regular establishment must 
provide adequately for overhead adminis- 
tration, for schools, for the education of 
our officers, and for sufficient officer per- 
sonnel as instructors for the citizen forces. 
In order to preserve the units, the tech- 
nique and the experience of the World 
War the Regular Army should be a well- 
balanced force consisting of all arms and 
special corps. It should be a model for 
the great expansion that must follow the 
declaration of war. ‘We cannot maintain 
these special corps in large numbers dur- 
ing peace because of prohibitive expense, 
but we should maintain the nucleus of each, 
both for training and for ready expansion. 

These considerations were no doubt in 
the mind of Congress when it analyzed our 
military situation in 1920 and determined 
upon the definite policy embodied in the 
National Defense act. This act expresses 
the views of military men throughout the 
country, including the great mass of citi- 
zen soldiers who fought in the World War. 
It is in entire accord with the spirit of our 
institutions and has met with the approval 
of all who have given it study and consid- 
eration. It perpetuates the historic organ- 
izations of American arms that saved Eu- 
rope, and utilizes their traditions and per- 
sonnel as the foundation upon which to 
build future organizations of similar char- 
acter. It provides for their orderly mobil- 
ization and training in their respective lo- 
ealities in time of war, and avoids the con- 
fusion and expense incident to the hasty 
assembly of untrained and unrelated per- 
sonnel at extemporized and widely scat- 
tered camps. 


Danger of Collapse. 


The law of 1920 was framed with the 
idea of using the Regular Army as a first 
line of defense, but this is not possible with 
its present strength. Therefore the Na- 
tional Guard must be included in that cate- 
gory, because the Regular Army at 150,000 
men and 13,000 officers is barely of suffi- 
cient strength to meet even minor emer- 
gencies, to garrison our overseas posses- 
sions, and to provide a minimum of instruc- 
tion for the citizen forces. For all these 
purposes the commissioned personnel must 
be highly trained from a professional stand- 
point. The greater the number of such 
officers, the more quickly can our armies 
be made ready and the more efficient will 
our forces be. The mission of the Regular 
Army to train the National Guard and the 

rves necessarily increases in impor- 








tance as its own numbers decrease, and, 
therefore, if its strength in officers and 
men is reached beyond a certain point it 
must abandon the principal mission allotted 
to it and the structure falls. 

The details of requirements have been 
presented to your committee by various 
officers in an honest endeavor to show the 
necessity for approval of the very moderate 
estimates of the War Department for offi- 
cers, men and funds. This program is of 
no greater interest to the individual offi- 
cer or man of the Army than it is to every 
member of Congress or to every voter in 
the land. It is the nation’s Army, and we 
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are but public servants. We come before 
you not as special pleaders nor as appli- 
cants for favors. We have merely attempt- 
ed to point out, as professional men, the 
means by which a reasonable measure of 
security for the present and preparation 
for the future may be carried out. The 
system already adopted, upon which our 
discussions are based, is sound, it is eco- 
nomical, and if followed up will provide 
the country against the dreadful conse- 
quences that have always followed and that 
must inevitably follow a failure to take 
reasonable precautions against the day of 
war. 





The Weekly Washington Letter 
By E. B. Johns, Washington Correspondent 


That the veterans of the World War are 
committed to the Army Reorganization act 
ef June 4, 1920, was brought out by. the 
testimony of National Commander Hanford 
MacNider of the American Legion, as was 
published in the last issue of the ARMY 


AND Navy JouRNAL. Other veteran or- 
ganizations have given this policy the same 
strong endorsements, so, as Colonel Mac- 
Nider says, “that we should have a mili- 
tary policy in the future that would pre- 
vent a recurrence of our deplorable lack of 
preparedness during the World War with 
all the grief that came in its train.” 

Commander MacNider refers to the fact 
that the American Legion took up the 
question of the future policy of the United 
States at its first convention in Minneapo- 
lis in 1919, when its members had not been 
out of uniform six months. I can recall 
vividly how earnestly the Legionaires 
plunged into the military problem at that 
convention, for I was covering it as a news- 
paper correspondent. 


Military Policy Threshed Out. 


The storm center of the Minneapolis 
convention was the military policy commit- 
tee. No set program appeared to be ar- 
ranged for this committee, but if it was, it 
was upset. Ten or twelve sets of resolu- 
tions were submitted to the committee, 
some of which were not only unsound but 
fantastic in their character. 

To show how thoroughly the military 
policy committee went into the probl 
the fact that they called for the reading o 
the testimony that had been given before 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, 
which was then considering the Army Re- 
organization act, can be cited. The testi- 
mony of Col. John McA. Palmer, U.S.A., 
appealed to the committee strongly and in 
adopting its resolutions it attempted to 
outline the plan that had been proposed 
by Colonel Palmer. This was for the Army 
of the United States with its three com- 
ponent parts as provided for in the act of 
June 4, 1920. 


Have Followed Up Policy. 


Immediately upon the adjournment of 
the Minneapolis convention a committee 
which was appointed came to Washington 
and appeared before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. Aside from the 
formal hearings before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs the Legionaires 
worked with the legislators in framing the 
bill. This action has been followed by the 
appearance of a committee from the Amer- 
ican Legion before the Senate and House 
committees every time military legislation 
has been under consideration. 

Not being satisfied with presenting their 
views to Congress, the military policy com- 
mittee of the American Legion has worked 
out the details of the administration of the 
Army Reorganization act with the War 
Department. 

The Legionaires demanded that, in the 
reduction of the personnel in the reorgani- 
zation, some system of elimination should 
be followed so that the best fitted Regular 
officers could be secured to perform the 
function of the Regular Army in the Army 
of the United States. Referring again to 
the statement of Commander MacNider, 
“the Legion was intimately interested in 
this new policy,” and proposes that there 
shall be a Regular Army of adequate 
strength as well as ample provisions for 
the other component parts of the Army of 
the United States. 

The President in the Navy fight, which 
took place last week in the House, despite 
his hands-off policy in legislative matters, 
made it plain that he will not hesitate to 
make known his views when Congress goes 
too far afield in reductions in appropria- 
tions for national defense. 


Senate Hearing Closed. 


The Senate committee hearings on the 
Army Appropriation bill were closed on 
April 25 by the appearance of Secretary 
of War Weeks and General Pershing, whose 
testimony appears in another part of this 
issue. The sub-committee of the Appro- 
‘riations Committee, of whch Senator 

adsworth is chairman, immediately took 
up the bill paragraph by paragraph. It 
will be a week’s work to straighten out all 
of the items and formulate the personnel 
features of the bill. 

After consulting the leaders of the Sen- 
ate, Senator Wadsworth has reached the 
conclusion that the essential features of 
the personnel recommendations submitted 
to the Senate and House by General Per- 
shing will be in order on the appropriations 
bill. This decision is due to the fact that 








they will appear as amendments to the 
House bill. It will be necessary to re- 
write the Pershing bill, and in doing this 
some changes will be made in its character. 
However, it is stated that the general prin- 
ciples laid down in the Pershing recom- 
mendations will be followed both in the 
number of officers and as to the scheme for 
elimination. The Senate committee will 
doubtless report out a bill carrying about 
150,000 enlisted men. 

This week the little Navy men in the 
House attempted to secure a rule which 
would have consolidated the Butler per- 
sonnel bill (H.R. 11002) and the scrap- 
ping bill (H.R. 11214). Chairman But- 
ler, backed by some of the active men in 
the fight against the treaty Navy, brought 
pressure to bear on the Committee on 
Rules with this idea in view. The sup- 
porters of the Navy informed the leaders 
of the House that a repetition of the fight 
of last week with increased violence would 
take place if such a rule were reported 
from the Committee on Rules. They called 
attention to the fact that the proposal for 
a consolidation of the scrapping bill and 
the personnel bill was defeated in the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs by a 
vote of 12 to 8. Realizing that such a 
movement would intensify the opposition 
to the leaders of the organization in the 
House, the Committee on Rules declined 
to consolidate the two bills. 


Western Senators for Navy. 


It is understood that a special rule will 
be given Mr. Butler for his personnel bill. 
It is not believed that it will even pass the 
House, and there is no prospect of its’ go- 
ing through the Senate. It became known 
a few days ago that Senator Poindexter, 
speaking for a number of Senators from 
the West during the consideration of the 
Four-Power treaty, took up with the ad- 
ministration leaders the naval treaty. 

Senator Poindexter made it plain to the 
administration leaders in the Senate that 
unless the Pacific coast Senators could be 
assured that the administration would in- 
sist upon a real treaty Navy, including the 
personnel for such a sea force, there 
would be little support from that source for 
the Arms Conference treaties. 

In the course of this discussion it is 
stated that the President and other admin- 
istration leaders gave the most positive 
assurances that a real treaty Navy would 
be provided for by the appropriations of 
this Congress. 

Senator Poindexter expressed himsclf as 
highly pleased with the developments in 
naval legislation as the bill passed the 
House last week. He is convinced that the 
administration is carrying out its pledges 
to the Pacific coast, as he thinks before 
the bill comes out of the Senate it will be 
perfected and that the Navy will be of the 
strength that is required by the treaty. 

Under these conditions it would appear 
that there is no prospect for the passage 
of the Butler personnel bill or any other 
legislation which would make such a dras- 
tie cut in the corps of officers for the Navy. 


Service Pay Bill Up Soon. 


The consideration of the Service pay 
readjustment bill by the House next week 
row appears to be assured. Chairman 
McKenzie of the House special committce 
submitted his report to the House on April 
25. On the same day he introduced a res- 
olution asking for a special rule. He had 
previously discussed the matter with the 
House Committee on Rules and was in- 
formed that he could have a rule early 
next week, depending upon the develop- 
ments this week in the procecdings of the 
House. 

It is possible that the pay bill will be 
taken up before the scrapping bill, although 
the original program provided fer the con- 
sideration of the scrapping bill first. Mr. 
Butler was taken sick this week and if he 
does not return to Washington early next 
week so as to take up the scrapping bill 
the pay bill will be given the preference. 

One of the most important developments 
this week was the taking up of the pay bill 
by the ex-Service members of the House. 
The ex-Service men who have an informal 
organization held a meeting and went over 
the bill in detail. Although no action was 
taken, it is stated that most of the ex-Ser- 
vice men gave their approval of the bill in 
its present form. Some of them may pro- 
pose amendments, but several of them will 
be among the active supporters of the hill 
when it comes up for consideration. Some 
of the ex-Service members have suggested 
that officers should be given longevity credit 
for National Guard service. The support 
of the bill by the ex-Service men will do 
much to facilitate its passage. 
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Increased Appropriations 
for Yards and Navy Bases 


Material increases will be made in the 
appropriations for navy yards and nava) 
bases by the Senate Committee on Appro- 
priations. The position is taken by some 
of the most active supporters of the Nayy 
that the restrictions piaced upon the Amer- 
ican fortifications in the Pacific only in- 
crease the importance of the yards and 
bases in Hawaii and on the Pacific coast. 
It is practically assured that the Senate 
committee will make an effort to secure 
the adoption in the Naval Appropriation 
bill of provisions which will be steps in 
carrying out the recofimend{tions of the 
Navy Department for naval bases on the 
Pacific, which have been submitted to Con- 
gress from time to time. 


COL. G. A. L. DUMONT GETS 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE MEDAL, 


The Secretary of War awarded the Dis- 
tinguished. Service Medal to Col. George 
A. L. Dumont, French army, military at- 
teché of the French Embassy, on April 
27 at Washington. During the World 
War, Colonel Dumont was in charge of 
the railways of the Northern part of 
France for the Allied Armies. After the 
armistice he was the French representa- 
tive in the British area at Cologne. The 
citation of the D.S.M. says: “For excep- 
tionally meritorious and distinguished ser- 
vices in connection with the supply and 
transportation of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces.”

British Decide in 
Favor of Battleship 


In the British House of Lords on March 
31 Lord Lee repudiated the allegation that 
the capital ship has been rendered de- 
fenseless and without value by recent de- 
velopments of aircraft attack. He said it 
was the considered opinion of the Ad- 
miralty and the naval staff, as well as 
that of authorities abroad, that the capital 
ship could hold her own against attack, 
whether by bombs or torpedoes from air 
or surface small craft. 

[Lord Lee substantiates the arguments 
of Capt. Dudley W. Knox, naval editor of 
the ARMY AND Navy JourRNaL, made in 
this paper and in Captain Knox’s new 
book “The Eclipse of American Sea 
Power,” that the battleship is still the 
backbone of the fleet.] 

The Marquis of Linlithgow drew at- 
tention to the statements made in the 
House of Commons on March 21 by the 
Secretary for Air, that. “It is already 
proved that one bomb can sink the most 
powerful battleship in a few minutes”; 
and asked whether the Admiralty holds 
the view: (1) That the post-Jutland capi- 
tal ship will be defenseless against the 
underwater explosion of bombs dropped by 
aircraft; (2) that the recent developments 
in aircraft and in the methods of attack 
frem the air have substantially reduced 
the fighting value of the capital ship. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty (Lord 
Lee of Fareham) said that the reply to 
both questions was in the negative. 

Lord Lee said, in part: “While I want 
to be as uncontroversial as possible I will 
deal in my reply with matters not of 
theory and imagination by of ascertained 
fact, and I will say at once that the state- 
nent that “it is already proved that one 
bomb can sink the most powerful battle- 
ship in a few minutes,” is admittedly 
based, and solely based, upon the experi- 
ments in America last year. With regard 
to those experiments I will leave out of 
account the fact that they were conducted 
under conditions which bear no resem- 
blance whatever to war conditions. They 
were conducted against a stationary and 
unresisting target. 
passive or active, on behalf of the ship, 
and they were also conducted in_ ideal 


weather, which is not always prevalent on | 


the ocean, at,a time when there was no 
tisk from low-lying clouds, fog, rain, snow, 
or darkness, or any of the other difficulties 


with which attacking aircraft would have 
to deal. Further, they were conducted 
from a land base against a ship which was 
stationary. 


No Defense Made by Target. 


“There have been no experiments in 
America, or elsewhere, against a modern 
capital ship properly defending itself not 
only by action but by its movements, and 
to deduce these tremendous conclusions 
from the experiments with the old Ger- 
man battleship Ostfriesland, and the sub- 
sequent experiments with the still older 
American battleship Iowa, is really stretch- 
ing the case too far. 

“In the case of the Ostfriesland they 
were conducted on two days during last 
July. In the course of the first day this 
stationary target was hit by low-lying 
airplanes in great numbers thirteen times 
by bombs varying from 250 to 500 pounds. 
As a result the ship, being at the time 
completely out of. condition and unsea- 
worthy in many ways, was considerably 
shaken, and the next day she was down by 
four feet in the water, no attempt having 
been made to sheer up her bulkheads or to 
protect her in any way. 

“On the second day she received three 
more hits at close range by bombs of 1,000 
pounds, and finally 2,000 pound bombs 
were dropped close alongside, and she 
eventually sank. She was a very old type 
of ship, in bad condition, with strained 
hull and no special underwater protectioa 
ot any sort or any kind. There was no 
crew on board who would, naturally, have 
assist"] in sheering up bulkheads; and she 
would have been an equally easy prey to 
one torpedo discharged from a destroyer 
or submarine, or, indeed, to a very mod- 
erate kind of gunfire. 

“The same result—her sinking—could 
kave been obtained with much less cost 
and more certainty by any of the ordi- 
varily accepted ‘naval methods of attack. 
The official report of the American experi-

There was no defense, | 
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the cube of the distance away from the side. 
This leads to the most extraordinary con- 
elusions. For example, a 4,000 pound 
bomb which would carry 2,000 pounds of 
high explosives, dropped ten feet distant 
from the side of the ship and at the right 
distance under the water, is equivalent only 
to a bomb carrying 250 pounds of explo- 
sives, which is in actual contact with the 
side—-that is, considerably less than that 
carried by the ordinary service torpedo. It 
would actually take a bomb of 8,000 pounds 
bursting at a distance of ten feet from the 
side of the ship to equal the effect of one 
torpedo exploded in contact with the ship. 

“When I see such a distinguished au- 
thority as General Grove writing in the 
Times a series of articles, to which great 
prominence has been given, stating that a 
4,000 pound bomb, dropped thirty yards 
from a modern battleship, would be de- 
structive, I would only remind your Lord- 
ships that the effect of that bomb would be 


no more than that of the explosion of three | 





pounds of explosives in actual contact with | 


the ship itself. 

“The large experiments which have taken 
place and are still in progress have made 
it quite clear that the new designs which 
we are proposing to construct will certain- 
ly be immune not only from direct hits 
from bombs of the size suggested but even 
from this very potent ‘near miss’ to which 
reference has been made. In fact, it is 
technically and practically possible to pro- 
tect the bottom of battleships against any 
size of bomb which can be dropped from 
aircraft. An enthusiastic speaker in the 
recent debate in the House of Commons 
said that it was only necessary to drop a 
bomb of 4,000 pounds within 100 yards of 
the doomed ship. The actual effect of a 
4,000 pound bomb dropped at 100 yards 
would be equivalent to the explosion of be- 
tween two ounces and four ounces of high 
explosive against the ship itself, which 
would not have the slightest effect even 
upon a torpedoboat. I think I have said 
enough to show that this kind of claim 
can only be described as rubbish, and it is 
really trifling with Parliament and with 
the public to make such statements, which 
are only calculated, without any excuse or 
justification, to undermine confidence in 
the navy. 


No Argument About Defense, 
“In all this controversy so far nothing 


has been said from the naval side with re- 
gard to defense against attack—defense 


which is both active and passive—or to the | Avmy-ration Will be hetwodk 00 diate .aee 


counter-attacks that would be made upon 
attacking aircraft both by the warship it- 
self and its attendant fighting aircraft. 

“As a matter of fact, although there 
again it is not in the public interest to give 
details, we are hopeful that by gunfire 
alone, and the development of gunfire, it 
may be possible to make warships in the 
near future practically immune against air 
attack of any description. But, simulta- 
neously, we are developing, and are hoping 
to develop, much further the defense in the 
air of a very far-reaching and aggressive 
character, carried out by airplane carriers, 
which are going to play a most vital part 
in the fleet of the future. 

“It cannot be denied that the British 
navy at this time is far ahead of any other 
navy in connection with the development 
of the Air Service, and we feel, at the Ad- 
miralty, nothing but good-will and indeed 
anxiety for the development of the Air Ser- 
vice, and are giving it every assistance in 
our power. 
that there should be any controversy be- 
tween the two great Services, but I felt it 
was necessary to explode some of the more 
extravagant and fantastic claims which 
have been advanced. 

“The capital ship remains practically un- 
challenged as the ultimate basis of sea 
power. That very point was the subject 
of a most exhaustive inquiry conducted by 
the Government as recently as last year, 
and similar inquiries, conducted in almost 
every great naval country independently, 
have resulted in the arrival unanimously at 
the same conclusion—a conclusion which 
was confirmed at the Conference at Wash- 
ington and which certainly stands. 

“So far as my knowledge goes, and that 
of the Admiralty and the Naval Staff, noth- 
ing whatever has occurred in connection 
with recent developments in aircraft or 
methods of attack from the air substan- 
tially to reduce the fighting value of the 
cepital ship. The attacks to which it may 
be exposed from the air are being provided 
against, and more than provided against, 
by improvements in its passive and active 
defense, and it is to-day. the considered 
cpinion both of the Naval Staff and of the 
Board of Admiralty that defense against 
aircraft, so far as capital ships are con- 
cerned, is, and will keep, fully abreast of 
attack, whether by aircraft or by subma- 
rine.” 


SHIPS’ DISTILLING PLANTS 
TO HAVE LARGER CAPACITIES. 


When plans which are under way at the 
present time have been carried out many 
of the ships of the Navy will have their 
distilling plants modified so as to operate 
under low steam pressure and-high vacu- 
um. This will result in aproximately fifty 
per cent. increase in capacity. 

The expense of upkeep and the cost of 
operation will be greatly decreased, it be- 
ing estimated that the saving in fuel alone 
on a capital ship will amount to nearly 
$10,000 a year, and altogether will repre-

sent a profit of about thirty per cent. on 
the investment. 

The increase in capacity is quite impor- 
tant to the morale of the personnel, as an 
abundance of fresh water is vital to their 
health, comfort and contentment, and fully 
warrants any expenditure even if no econ- 
omy would be effected thereby.

REPORTS ON FIELD ARTILLERY 
SHOW SATISFACTORY CONDITIONS. 


The reports coming in from Lieut. Col. 
Augustine McIntyre, Field Art., U.S.A., 
who is making an inspevtion trip for the 
Chief of Field Artillery, show that the 


Field Artillery units are in an extremely 
satisfactory condition. 

The Field Artillery personnel at Fort 
Benning, one battalion of the 83d F.A., 
and the 2d Field Artillery Brigade at Fort 
Sam Houston are in fine shape. The “ap- 
pearance, efficiency and training of the 
officers and men of this outfit is well above 
the average,” the Colonel’s report states. 

Colonel McIntyre also inspected the 4th 
Training Battalion, Capt. S. S. Clark com- 
manding, and accompanied this unit some 
distance on its march from Fort Ogie- 
thorpe to Camp McClellan. His observa- 
tions indicate that it is well prepared to 
participate in the training of the National 
Guard Field Artillery at Camp McClellan 
this mummer. 


VALUE OF ARMY RATION FOR 
NEXT FISCAL YEAR IS 31 CENTS. 


For the next fiscal year, the War De- 
partment has announced, the value of the 


35 cents. Experts in the department have 
estimated that it will be 31 cents. The 
ration has fluctuated from the low point 
of 24 cents in 1914 to the peak of 54.72 
cents, reached in August, 1920. 

In 1915 the value of the ration was 2% 
cents; in 1916, 28 cents; in 1917, 33 
cents; in 1918, 48 cents; in 1919, 49.75 
cents, and 1920, 52.83 cents. During 1921 
the ration ranged all the way from 38.0 
eents to 54.72 cents. 

Beginning with the fiscal year 1922. as 
of July, 1921, the ration has gradually 
decreased in value until now it is within 
approximately 7 cents of the 1914 level. 

While the department does not hope to 
reach the 1914 ration level at this time, 
or for some time to come, the great drop 
in price from the 1921 figures to the esti- 
mated 1922 figure of 31 cents is an envi- 
able record. 


CHIEF CLERK ACCUSED OF 
MISAPPROPRIATING PUBLIC FUNDS. 


Recently the War Department was in 
receipt of a report of the board of officers 
and the expert accountant of the Inspec- 
tor General’s Department that has been 
investigating conditions in the office of Col. 
Joseph S. Hardin, F.D., Fort Bliss, Texas. 
The investigaizon develops that the chief 
clerk in the office of Colonel Hardin has 
been involved in manipulating public vouch- 
ers and entries relating to the accounts of 
the office in such manner as to conceal for 
some time the speculation with public 
funds for his own benefit. The amount of 
money involved appears to be approximate- 
ly $10,000. The chief clerk was appre- 
hended in Juarez, Mexico, and voluntarily 
consented to return to the United States 
without extradition proceedings and is now 
under arrest awaiting trial. He was bond- 
ed to the extent of $5,000 and an effort is 
being made to recover the amount of the 
bond. 

UNIVERSAL AMPLIFIER FOR , 
RADIO COMMUNICATION. 


Secretary Denby announces that the Bu- 
1eau of Engineering of the Navy Depart- 
ment has finally arrived at a successful de- 
sign of a universal amplifier for radio com- 
munieation and other similar purposes. 

Some time ago the research organiza- 
tion of the Navy was directed to give spe- 
cial consideration to the problem of a uni- 
versal amplifier, with the result that Dr. 
J. M. Miller, of the Navy’s Radio Re- 
search Laboratory in Washington, recog- 
nized that the application of certain prin- 
ciples would solve the problem, and _ his 
theory in this matter has been verified by 
the construction of a six-stage amplifier, 
which gives. practically the same am lifi- 
cation from a lower limit of several hun- 
dred meters to an upper limit in the neigh- 
borhood of 20,000 meters.

LARGE CONTRACTS ARE LET 
FOR NAVAL FUEL OIL. 


Announcement was made by Secretary 
of the Navy Denby on April 18 of the ap- 
proval of contracts which is believed will 
solve the Navy fuel problem. For more 
than a year Secretary Denby and Secre- 
tary of the Interior Fall have been con- 
ducting negotiations for the handling of 
the two naval reserves in fornia and 
the naval reserve in Wyoming, with the 
view to increasing the supply of fuel oil 
for the Navy.- These reserves, it is stated, 
were being rapidly drained by the wells of 
private owners on adjoining land, and it 
Lecame apparent that if the Government 
did not take some effective st its 
oil supply from these sources would soon 
disappear. ‘ 

The contract provides for the drilling of 
at least twenty wells within a limited time ; 
for the construction of a pipe line from 
the field to existing pipe lines in Missouri; 
for the exchange of crude for fuel the 
latter for naval pu ; for the very 
of Navy specified ec oh A oil at any 
point named in the contract, from Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, to the northeast corner of 
the United States. It provides for a line 
of credit under which in exchange for the 
crude oil ample storage for all the produce 
is to be provided without cash outlay by 
the Government at any point fixed by the 
Navy Department along the coast de- 
scribed. 

The losses from drainage in these re- 
serves have been enormous, running into 
many millions of dollars. The approval 
of this contract will enable the trata 
ment to save the remaining oil in these re- 
s-rves and exchange it for fuel oil in stor- 
age for the benefit of the Navy. It was 
stated to be the policy of Secretary Fall, 
upon expiration of existing contracts with 
the Shipping Board, to offer the Govern- 
ment royalty oils in Wyoming and Mon- 
tana outside naval reserves for sale, with 
the principal object of bringing a third 
competitor into the field with refineries 
and pipe lines, thus insuring competition 
and the highest securable prices for gov- 
ernment oils.

Passage of Pay Bill 


Consequences disastrous to the Services 
will result unless the bill for the adjust- 
ment of pay (H.R. 10932) is passed, de- 
elares Chairman McKenzie of the special 
committee in a report submitted to the 
House of Representatives on April 25, In 
making his report Mr. McKenzie stated 
that he would grant until April 29 for Rep- 
resentatives Oliver and Kraus to submit 
minority views. Mr. Oliver is writing a re- 

t, but at the time of going to press he 

lared that he had no assurances that 
Mr. Kraus would sign it. The dissenting 
members of the special committee lined up 
with the little Navy members in the fight 
on the Naval Appropriation bill and are 
not in sympathy with the recommendations 
of the department for the Army. 

Mr. McKenzie’s report reviews the his- 
tery of the work that has been done, both 
by the joint Senate and House committee 
and the special committee of the House, in 
an effort to formulate legislation which 
would readjust the pay of the Services and 
at the same time meet the Congressional 
demand for economy. His showing for 
economy is the outstanding feature of the 
report. 

ere is a reduction in round figures 
from $157,000,000, as called for by the 
budget for the pay of the Services, to $142,- 
000,000. Mr. McKenzie showed that if no 
legislation were passed there would be less 
than a one per cent. saving in the total 
cost of the Services, and that this would 
completely disappear if the cost of living 
should decrease ten per cent. 


Mr. McKenzie Sums Up. 


In summing - his report and analyzing 
the bill Mr. McKenzie says: 

“Your committee feels that it would be 
well to reiterate at this point some of the 
statements made in the report of the joint 
committee. 

“The joint committee was organized on 
Aug. 22, 1921, and after securing the co- 
operation of the heads of the executive de- 
partments concerned proceeded to conduct 
 prvomad hearings relating to the pay and al- 
owances of the officers and enlisted men of 
the several Services. All the Services con- 
cerned were heard, through sixty-seven wit- 
nesses. In addition, a large amount of sta- 
tistical data and written evidence was pre- 
sented to the committee. The inquiry of 
the committee was broad in scope and in- 
cluded many details. 

“The testimony 
established the fact that living costs are 
about 100 per cent. greater than in 1908, 
when the last permanent pay schedule was 
established, and about 75 per cent. greater 
than in 1913, before the war. While the 
act approved May 18, 1920, gave a certain 
amount of relief (approximately 20 per 
cent. increase), it absorbed only about one- 
third of this increased cost of living in the 
ease of officers, leaving about two-thirds to 
be borne by the individual. Actually, the 
purchasing power of the present pay is 
much less than that of 1908. 

“It should be borne in mind that the re- 
lief afforded by the act of May 18, 1920, is 
temporary. That act, in most of its pro- 
visions, expires by limitation on June 30, 
1922. Should Congress fail to legislate on 
the subject the pay of the great majority 
of the personnel affected will revert auto- 
matically to the 1908 schedules, with dis- 
astrous results to the Services, in the opin- 
ion of the committee. 

“It was clearly demonstrated to your 
committee that officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers and petty officers experience 
great difficulty in maintaining themselves 
and their families under present conditions. 
Further, your committee cannot foresee a 
future lowering of living costs to a point 
where the salaries established in 1908 would 
be adequate. 


Reduction in Budget. 


“The bill reported herewith accomplishes 
the following: 

“(a) A reduction in total cost below 
that of the 1923 budget estimates, with re- 
adjustment of pay in such manner as to 
give especial aid where most required. It 
should be remembered that the budget esti- 
mates are based upon the present tempo- 
rary ng een and the present strength 
of the Services. 

“(b) Adoption of a schedule which will 
reasonably compensate officers and enlisted 
men of the Services for rank, responsibility 
and length of service, and at the same time 
80 as to offer a promising career 
to young men entering in the lowest grades. 
In view of pending legislation to reduce 
the Military and Naval establishments, it 
is important that any new pay schedule 
shall be so drawn as to provide reasonable 
remuneration to such personnel as shall 
remain. It becomes doubly essential, if 
these Services are to become numerically 
smalier, that their | ga age shall be main- 
tained at a point of high efficiency. 

“(c) Establishes parity of pay in all of 
the Services concerned. 

“(d) Introduces an element of pay 
which shall, within a fixed maximum, vary 
erry A with the cost of living. 

“(e) To away with petty allowances 
and multiplicity of accounts and thus to 
simplify and cheapen administration. 

“The draft of a bill submitted herewith 
is believed to embody all these basic prin- 


presented abundantly 
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mates for the six Services concerned. It 
effects an ultimate total estimated annual 
saving as compared with the schedules in 
the act of May 18, 1920, of about $27,585,- 
862, most of which will be accomplished 
within two or three years by the expira- 
tion of certain saving clauses which have 
been included in the bfll to recognize the 
moral obligation of the Government not to 
reduce the pay of any officer now in the 
Service below the rate established in 1908, 
and in the case of enlisted men a legal ob- 
ligation not to reduce their pay during the 
unexpired portion of their current enlist 
ment. With the expiration of these saving 
clauses the plan here proposed will bring 
the pay of the Army to within less than 
one per cent. more than what it would 
amount to under the permanent schedules 
to which it will revert if no further legis- 
lation be enacted. 


Comparison of Costs, 


A comparison of total costs is shown as 
follows: Budget, 1923, $157,393,267; pro- 
posed pay, exclusive of saving clauses, 
$143,694,252; pay if no legislation is en- 
acted, $142,453,765. 

“The difference of $1,240,487 (which is 
less than one per cent. of the total cost) 
will completely disappear if the cost of liv- 
ing falls ten per cent. by diminishing the 
amounts paid by the Government for the 
allowances which have already been au- 
thorized. 

“The pay schedules proposed in this bill 
are so worked out as to offer a reasonable 
career to young men of a desirable kind. 
The compensation is commensurate with 
the duties and responsibilities attached to 
rank, yet provides for increases due to in- 
creased experience and efficiency apart 
from rank, as is the case under existing 
law. It protects the Government in the 
ease of abnormally rapid promotion and 
the individual in the case of abnormally 
slow promotion. It contains an elastic ele- 
ment of compensation in the form of al- 
lowances (subsistence and rental) which 
have heretofore been given on a basis of 
rank, but which have in this bill been re- 
adjusted on a basis of need as well as rank, 
in the interest of equity toward both the 
Government and the individual. It is pro- 
vided in the bill that while their cost shall 
not be increased, their expense to the Gov- 
ernment shall be proportionately reduced 
as the cost of living reduces. It accepts 
family life and its greater requirements as 
the normal condition of existence. It rec- 
ognizes the abnormal living conditions in- 
herent in military and naval service, fre- 
quent changes of station, and family sep- 
arations. Finally, it automatically and 
satisfactorily protects the interests of Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve officers brought 
temporarily into the active service of the 
United States. 

“The bill abolishes many inequalities 
between Services whose duties are at all 
times comparable and in time of war are 
identical. It facilitates their financial ad- 
ministration and, for clarity to this end, 
the assistance of the Comptroller General 
of the United States has m secured in 
its preparation. The need for new legisla- 
tion of this character, the general prin- 
eiples embodied in this bill, and their ap- 
plication have received the repeated ap- 
proval of the Secretaries of the Treasury, 
War, Navy and Commerce. The details 
have been worked out by your committee 
with the assistance of the representatives 
of the various services. The legislation 
proposed, as embodied in H.R. 1 , has 
the united general support of the Services 
ecncerned. In the opinion of your com- 
mittee the bill submitted embodies the most 
scientific pay schedule yet devised, while 
being simple, practical, and satisfying the 
requirements of a necessary economy. 


Changes in Bill. 

“The special committee also finds it ad- 
visable, as a result of supplemental hear- 
ings, to make seyen comparatively unim- 
pertant changes in the bill as originally 
pEropesed by the joint committee. o of 
these relate to the pay of officers and en- 
listed men of the National Guard, under 
certain circumstances. One of them pro- 
vides for the pay of mates in the Navy in- 
advertently omitted in the joint committee 
draft, and one relates to the base pay of a 
small number of pay clerks in the Marine

~ ion 12 has been changed slightly 
so as to give the Government the same 
benefit in transportation costs when offi- 
cers of the Navy and of the other Services 
travel over land-grant railroads that it 
now derives when Army officers travel over 
such moads.

With the same degree of bitterness as 
ruled in the Peck case the fight against the 


confirmation of Lieut. Col.. Duncan K. Ma- 
jor, U:S.A., to be colonel was. inaugurated 
in the hearing before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs on April 25. The 
opposition to the confirmation of Colonel 
Major comes from former officers of the 
26th Division, of which he was chief of 
staff during the war. Colonel Major is now 
aid to General Pershing. 

Formal] charges were made against Col- 
onel Major by the former officers of the 
New .England division. A demand was 
made for his discharge from the Army, al- 
leging that he was so prejudiced “against 
that part of our citizenry which under the 
National Defense act must comprise the 
major part of our military establishment 
in time of war that he is unfitted longer to 
remain in the United States Army, not to 
mention being promoted.” 

Col. I. L. Hunt, U.S.A., was present 
with Colonel Major at the hearing to face 
the accusers of the officer. Colonel Hunt 
declared that a principle vital to the mili- 
tary establishment was involved in the 
charges brought against Colonel Major, 
which, he said, were due to unwarranted 
personal animosity against the officer. He 
stated to the committee that while Colonel 
Major had never had an opportunity since 
the closing days of the war to state his side 
of the case, he had been subject to con- 
stant attacks through the public press. He 
expressed the hope that after the testimony 
had been concluded some statement would 
be issued in which Colonel Major’s defense 
would be made public. 

Both sides of the controversy expressed 
a desire for an open hearing, but it was 
explained that under the rules ef the Sen- 
ate this was impossible. The indications 
are that the hearings will continue a week 
or two, 

Among the witnesses who will be sum- 
moned are Major John W. Hyatt, U.S.A., 
former aid to Major Gen. Clarence R. Ed- 
wards, U.S.A., now attached to the Massa- 
chusetts National Guard; Major Andrew 
IL. Pendleton, jr., U.S.A., formerly of the 
26th Division, now instructor of Georgia 
Tech., and Capt. Judson Hannigan, at pres- 
ent aid to General Edwards. 

Former members of the 26th Division 
who were present at the first meeting of 
the committee and who may testify in- 
cluded Brig. Gen. Edward L. Logan, Brig. 
Gen. Charles C. Cole, William A. Doland, 
Lieut. Col. Charles A. Stephens, Col.

General Logan opened the testimony by 
reciting the grievances of the former offi- 
cers of the 26th Division against Colonel 
Major.

MIDDLE WEST DEMANDS ADEQUATE 
ARMY AND NAVY, EDITOR REPORTS. 


Brig. Gen. Henry J. Reilly, editor of 
the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, has spent 
the last several weeks touring the Middle 
West, and sounding out the sentiment, in 
the so-called “stronghold” of the pacifists, 
in regard to the size of the Army and 
Navy. General — reports that the 
general sentiment in the West is for ade- 
cuate national defense, and that that sec- 
tion of the country will not be satisfied 
with anything less than a fully manned 
treaty Navy and an Army of 150,000 men. 
General Reilly has talked at meetings of 
Chambers of Commerce in several of the 
larger cities. One hundred or more of these 
Chambers of Commerce have sent em- 

atic resolutions to their Senators and 

epresentatives in Congress, demanding 
appropriations to maintain a treaty Navy 
and an Army of 150,000 men. General 
Reilly also talked with a number of Na- 
tional Guard officers, members of the Mili- 
tary Training Camps Association and in- 
structors of the R.O.T.C. units. They in- 
fermed him that their organizations were 
lined up solidly in support of the Army 
and Navy. 


MIDSHIPMEN’S SUMMER CRUISE 
WILL BE IN AMERICAN WATERS. 

The midshipmen will take their practice 
cruise in American waters on board the 
U.S.S. Florida, Delaware, North Dakota 
and Olympia. The cruise will extend as 
far north as Halifax and south to Culebra. 
Not all the details of the itinerary have 
been worked out, but in all probability 
there will be a landing at Guartanamo 
while the midshipmen are in southern wa- 
ters. 

The ships will be ordered to assemble at 
Annapolis not later than May 27. The 
midshipmen will embark on June 8 and sail 
south on June 5. It is planned to keep the 
midshipmen at sea as much as possible. 
After the maneuvering in southern waters 
the midshipmen’s fleet probably will sail 
from Culebra or Guantanamo to Halifax, 
returning to Annapolis about Sept. i. 

Unless there is a material increase in the 
appropriations for fuel the ships with the 
midshipmen rboard will be the only ves- 
sels in the fleet which will not observe the 
present policy with respect to sailing made 
necessary by the economy in the expenses 
of maintaining the Navy. 

The allowance for fuel in the bill that 

the House will not permit any cruis- 





ing or training of the Naval Reserve. 
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Fighting Going On 
Genoa dispatches report that Soviet Rus- 
sia is negotiating for a secret treaty with 
Hungary, on the basis of mutual support 
against the Little Entente. The treaty is 
said to recognize the Russo-German treaty 
and to provide that Russia shall recognize 
Hungary’s frontier claims in return for 
Hungarian recognition of Russian claims 
to Bessarabia. 

Much more interest attaches to the pos- 
sibility of a separate treaty by Japan with 
Soviet Russia along the lines of the Russo- 
German treaty. Japanese interest in estab- 
lishing in Eastern Siberia a buffer state 
which would constitute a virtual sphere of 
Japanese influence might become the basis 
for a separate recognition of Soviet Russia 
in case the latter should prove willing to 
pay the price of permitting the secession 
of the Far Eastern Republic or a portion 
thereof. There would thus result the Ger 
man-Russian-Japanese combination which 
many obervers of the situation have con. 
sidered as a probable ultimate develop 
ment. 

Recent reinforcement of the Japanese 
command is very possibly to be construed 
as a maneuver to bring pressure to bear 
on the Soviet government in order to force 
it to accede to Japanese demands with ref- 
erence to Siberia. 

As a German-Russian-Japanese alliance 
would react in the direction of closing up 
Western Europe in a solid bloc in opposi- 
tion to such a combination, it is not proba- 
ble that Soviet Russia would consent to 
the Japanese demands unless she is de 
feated in. her efforts to obtain recognition 
from the Western powers. 

Barring a separate understanding with 
the Soviet government along the lines 
above indicated, it seems fairly certain 
that Japan, having a viewpoint with refer- 
ence to spheres of influence in Russia iden- 
tical with that of France, will be found 
supporting French proposals in the Genoa 
conference. 

French Soldiers Called. 


There are many indications that the sit- 
uation resulting from French demands for 
the application of sanctions in penalty of 
German default in reparations payments 
has reached a critical stage. All soldiers 
now on long furlough—that is, six months’ 
leave without pay as called for by the op- 
erations of the budget—have been ordered 
to return to their regiments. The French 
Premier has given a warning indicating 
the possible imminence of military action 
in his Bar-le-Duc speech, in which he 
stated that under the treaty of Versailles 
“each nation may in case of need take such 
measures as are deemed necessary, and we 
shall not suffer our unfortunate country 
to succumb under the burden of repara- 
tions alongside of a Germany that does not 
consent to make the necessary effort to dis- 
charge her debts.” 


The Far East. 


Peking has been occupied by elements of 
Chang-Tso-lin’s command, and the city has 
been pretty thoroughly isolated, except 
from Tientsin, by the cutting of the rail 
road communications by the forces of 
Chang-Tso-lin and Wu-Pei-Fu. The lat- 
ter’s forces are astride the Peking-Hankow 
line, while the Peking-Shanghai line has 
been cut by the Manchurian troops. The 
commanders of the American, British, Jap- 
anese and French forces have been ordered 
to co-operate in maintaining communica 
tion with the sea under the provisions of 
the international agreement. 

Chang-Tso-lin is reported to have 9, 
000 troops distributed as follows: 70,00 
in the province of Chili, north of Tientsin; 
15,000 about twenty miles south of Tient- 
sin, and 10,000 about twelve miles south- 
west of Peking. General Wu-Pei-Fu is te 
ported to be continuing his advance north- 
ward. His troops are distributed as fol- 
lows: 20,000 men at Paotingfu on 
Peking-Hankow railroad about @ighty 
miles southwest of Peking, 40,000 men 12 
Honau province, and 15,000 men‘ under 
Feng-Yu-Hsiang, Tuchun of Shensi, mareh- 
ing from Shensi province to reinforce bh 

Late dispatches are to the effect that 
Sun Yat Sen has abandoned his expedi 
tion against Hankow and has returned.to 
Canton. This leaves Wu-Pei-Fu’s 80 
ern front free from the danger of attack 
and gives him full liberty of action to deal 
with Chang-Tso-lin. As matters stand, the 
outlook is distinctly favorable to Wr 
Pei-Fu. 

According to Manila dispatches, the 
flagship Huron of the Asiatic. Squadron 
has received orders to sail to China, with 
a view to rendering assistance in case the 
lives of Americans resident in China should 
be endangered. 

Nag mage mg dispatches of April 22 re 
port that the Mongolian government, which 
has its capital at Urga, has, at the instiga- 
tion of the Moscow government, proclaim 
Mongolia’s independence of China and has 
concluded a treaty with Soviet Russia 0B 
der which the latter pledges active support 
to Mongolia in the event of a Chinese i 
vasion.

HE last few weeks have been spent 

by the editor of the ARMy AND 
Navy JOURNAL in visiting some of 

the large cities of the Mississippi Valley. 
This is the part of the country which so 
many Americans have come to regard as 
psckward in questions having to do with 
national defense. 
Whatever may true in the 


have been 


past, there can be no doubt of two facts 
tc-day; interest in such questions is 
universal, and sentiment is decidedly 


in favor of an adequate Navy and an ade- 
quate Army. The indifference to these 
questions, found in newspaper editorial 
rooms a year or a year and a half ago, 
based on the plea that everybody was sick 
and tired of war and everything connected 


with it, and no one more than the men 
who sérved, is gone. 
The men who served have largely got 


themselves settled again in civil life, with 
the Tesult that they have the leisure to 
judge their past experience on the basis of 
reason rather than emotion. They know 
that talk of abolishing war by disarma- 
ment, by outlawing warring nations and 
all other means based on unwillingness to 


accept, face and overcome the difficulties 
of this world as they arise, is not only 
false but wicked. They know they are 


false because they are based on sentiment 
alone, rather than on sentiment coupled 
with reason, They know they are wicked, 
because they know that weakness encour- 
ages attack and therefore war, the very 
condition sought to be avoided, and that 
lack of preparedness inevitably means a 
jonger war, with a longer list of dead and 
wounded. 


The Public and the Arms Conference 


The thinking and reading public, made 
up of both former soldiers and those who 
did not serve for one reason or another, 
fellowed the Arms Limitation Conference 
at Washington with a much greater inter- 
est than would have been the case had the 
conference been in Europe... Held on our 
own soil, called by our own people, the 
ecnference showed them that the mysteri- 
ous metamorphosis, which so many of our 
people in the past seemed to ‘think takes 
place in human beings when they discuss 
international affairs rather than business 
affairs, does not take place. 

In other words, it has been made clear 
that the statesmen of the world, when they 
assemble to discuss affairs, on the whole 
do not differ from first class business men 
Mmpresenting different concerns assembled 
to confer on one or more subjects having 
to do with their different companies. Each 
understands the practical difficulties of the 
situation, each knows the minimum to 
which his Company can agree without dam- 
age to itself, each knows that lofty senti- 
ments and high ideals alone not only can 
accomplish nothing but give the more un- 
“Tupulous the opportunity they are look- 
ing for to get something to which they are 
hot entitled. Any business man who at- 
tends a conference on any other basis can- 
tot fail to harm his company. 

With this change of viewpoint has come 
the understanding that a country can no 
more hold its position in this world with- 
ut adequaté national defense in the 
thape of an Army and a Navy than com- 
Deting companies can survive in business 
Without: their forces of legal talent. 

The wat with Spain made us a world 
Power physically, in that it gave us terri- 
lerial responsibilities outside the conti- 
tental limits of the United States. It did 
hot teach us to think in terms of world 
Wlitics, The recent war and its subse- 
qent conferences are teaching us to think 
N terms of world politics, and to realize 
that the questions which come up are 
Mactical ones based on the hard facts of 
life as it is and not on sentimental dreams 
tt what it ought to be. 

As a consequence, the indications are 

t just as the people of the country 
thowed plainly that they would not sub- 
Mit to a further reduction in our Navy, 


they will not submit to any appropriation 


bill’s being passed which does not permit of 
the carrying out of the provisions of the 
amended National Defense act. 


Citizen Soldier Leaven at Work 

The Regular Army, in its fight for 
existence, is getting from large numbers 
of the citizen soldiers of the National 
Guard and Reserve forces throughout the 
ecuntry support which is making itself 
felt both in the press and in Congress. 

The amended National Defense ‘act un- 
doubtedly has many defects. It is, how- 
yer, a definite plan which in its general 
outlines appeals to the average civilian 
end therefore gains his support. His sup- 
port inevitably means Congressional action 
in the right direction. Without his sup- 
port the most excellent national defense 
policy ever written would be ignored by 
beth Congress and the press, with the re- 
sult it would not be worth the paper it 
was written on. 

The geographical distribution in accord- 
ance with the density of population, which 
this act makes of the various citizen sol- 
dier forces, is awakening an interest in 
the Regular Army and an appreciation of 
its importance as the backbone of any 
scheme of national defense, greater than 
could be accomplished by the most in- 
tense advertising campaign carried on by 
the largest American advertising company.

Is Japan Sincere? 


"To most recent developments in 
China arouse a natural suspicion 
that Japan is erigaged in her old 
game of camouflage, and that she intends 
to nullify the effect of the recent agree- 
ments respecting China entered into at the 
Washington Conference. 

The Associated Press reports that on 
April 21 the troops of General Chang-Tso- 
lin, governor of Manchuria and a Japanese 
hireling, took possession of Peking and 
Tientsin. Hence Japan can now dictate to 
Peking under cover. That she should make 
such a move at this time, on the eve of ar- 
ranging the details of the Shantung agree- 
ment, by which Japan is supposed to re- 
store Chinese sovereignty there, appears 
most significant. 

The Shantung agreement has been point- 
ed to as conclusive proof of the sincerity 
of Japan in adopting the “new state of 
mind,” upon which the American dele- 
gates to the conference principally based 
their opinion that we could “contemplate 
with a sense of security” the reductions 
and limitations of armament provided by 
the Naval treaty. Japan’s latest move in 
virtually taking military control of Peking 
at this time throws into serious question 
the wisdom of all the agreements reached 
at Washington. It demonstrates conclu- 
sively the need of our maintaining all the 
naval force permitted us under the treaty, 
if for no other reason than to serve as a 
stabilizing influence upon .the immediate 
course of Oriental affairs. 

Most people will recall the slow progress 
of the negotiations at Washington between 
China and Japan which culminated in the 
Shantung agreement, and the evident re- 
luctance with which Japan consented to 
that treaty. Few, however, will remember 

the original Japanese proposals, which at- 
tempted to reach a compromise upon the 
basis of perpetuation of Japanese control 
over Shantung for a period of twenty years. 
At this stage of the negotiations Japan 
sent Chang-Tso-lin from Manchuria to in- 
augurate a new ministry in Peking favor- 
able to the acceptance of these terms. This 
was actually accomplished and instructions 
issued by the new ministry to the Chinese 
delegation at Washington accordingly. 

The instructions, which would have per- 
petuated, Japanese control over Shantung, 
were withdrawn only after vigorous pro- 
test by Chinese students, who received the 
support of public opinion in China and 
generally in the world at large. 

Apparently this Japanese diplomatic de- 
feat is about to be retrieved by other 
means. Otherwise, how can the reappear- 
ance of Chang-T'so-lin, with sufficient 


troops at his back to take control of Pe- 
king province, be explained? The final ar- 
rangements for handing Shantung back to 
China are about to be made. Should China 
fail to comply with her obligations under 
the treaty, which include the payment of 
large sums of money as well as many other 
steps, Japan herself will be released from 
the terms of the treaty. 

This is but one of many ways in which 
a Japanese controlled Chinese government 
may camouflage and actually leave Japan 
in control of Shantung. Past history in 
Manchuria and elsewhere shows Japan to 
be a master of intrigue of this sort. The 
recent developments with Chang-Tso-lin at 
the center of the stage, and the Japanese 
government undoubtedly behind the scenes, 
justify the conviction that the world will 
soon see another example of the nullifica- 
tion of the ostensible purposes of a treaty 
by Japan. 

If so, the bottom will be knocked out of 
the whole series of interlocked treaties ne- 
gotiated at Washington at the late confer- 
ence. Mr. Lodge’s great “experiment in 
international relations” will have failed. 
That this will be true is maae clear by the 
official report of the American delegation 
to the conference. The delegation empha- 
sizes in its final summary that “the reduc- 
tion of armament provided in the Naval 
treaty may be contemplated with a sense 
of security” on account of “the new state 
of mind;” which latter is supposed to be 
manifested by the agreements reached in 
the several treaties, 


Is Japan Sincere? 

The principal evidence emanating from 
the conference of any change in the men- 
tal attitude of Japan is necessarily con- 
tained in her action respecting Shantung, 
since she appeared to concede much more 
in this important matter than in any other. 
If it develops that Japan was dissembling 
in regard to Shantung, the gravest possi- 
ble doubt will be cast upon her sincerity 
in all of the other agreements, and her 
“new state of mind” must be assumed as 
purely fictitious. If the premises of the 
American delegation are in error, it is an 
obvious conclusion that we cannot “con- 
template with a sense of security” the “re- 
duction of armament provided in the Naval 
treaty.” 

It may be an accidental coincidence that 
Japan’s move to seize control at Peking 
occurred two days after our House of Rep- 
resentatives voted only 86,000 men for our 
Navy, after the General Board of the Navy 
had expressed its deliberate judgment that 
120,000 was the minimum number with 
which the treaty Navy could be kept up. 
But those who know the Oriental mind best 
will suspect a direct connection between 
the attitude of our people in accepting a 
“lame duck” Navy and the coup of Chang- 
Tso-lin. 

Nowhere else on the globe is a_ back- 
ground of force so essential to the ends of 
justice and to political stability as in the 
Orient. The surest check upon further ag- 
gression by Japan against helpless China 
will be a final vote for men sufficient to 
give America a full treaty Navy. Other- 
wise it is a foregone conclusion that Japan 
will hold on to Shantung actually, regard- 
less of external appearances. 


The Service Pay Bill 


FTER the passage of the Naval Ap- 
A propriation bill the next big prob- 
lem before the House will be the 
bill for the readjustment of Service pay. 
The measure, as it has been presented to 
both Houses of Congress, is the work of 
months of careful study on the part of the 
Wadsworth-McKenzie joint committee and 
the representatives of the seven Services. 
The study of a permanent basis for Ser- 
vice pay really was inaugurated when the 
temporary pay legislation was passed in 
1£20. By a provision of the 1920 act, the 
Joint Congressional Committee was ap- 
pointed and this was virtually an announce- 
ment of the determination of Congress to 


pass some new pay legislation.. As the re- 
sult, some of the ablest men in Congress 
and the Services have been giving much 
of their time to a study of the question. 

As a measure of economy, the bill should 
appeal to those in’ Congress who are at- 
tempting to reduce the expenses of the 
Government without unduly decreasing its 
cllicieney. Of course, to those who are 
urging cuts in appropriations without re= 
gard to the needs of the Government the 
measure brag, repped A 
scarcely worth while to present an - 
ments or data to that class which 4 Wille 
ing to make reductions in the expenses of 
the Government ‘without giving any con- 
sideration to the effect on its cy. 
This class would wreck all the Services 
just to make the appearance of economy. 

To the members of Congress who are 
secking real economy in the expenditures 
of the Government and at the same 
secking to maintain a reasonable state of 
efficiency it will become apparent that the 
joint committee has gone as far in this 
direction as is possible. The committee 
has arranged the pay schedule in such @ 
manner as to make it attractive for 
older and experienced officers and enlisted 
men to remain in the Service. At the 
same time, it has sought to make the Ser- 
vices attractive as a life career by provid- 
ing for a gradual increase in the rates 
pav as a reward for long service. 

The schedule is not satisfactory to 
Services, but as a whole they are 
to accept the reductions that are made be- 
low the temporary basis of 1920. It 
realized by both officers and men that Con- 
gress must economize and the 
the bill will have a tendency to 
the morale ef the Services. Its defeat 
the return to the basis of 1908 will 
demoralizing effect. 

It is to be hoped that Congress will real- 
ize that in the consideration gory the meas- 
ure they are dealing with the nation’s de 
fenses and public health. Congress owes 
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it to the country to pass legislation which 
will give the nation’s defenses a corps of 
cflicient officers and men. ‘There are no 
establishments where false economy is 
fraught with such serious results as in the 
seven Services. It is to be hoped that the 


members of both Houses will at least 
tue reports that have been made by 
joint committee before they cast their vote 
against the bill.

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 
A committee from the M.T.C.A., con- 


sisting of Col. H. C. Stebbins, president 
of the association; Dr. Henry S. Drinker, 
hcnorary president, and Lieut. Col. Ar- 


thur F. Cosby, national executive secre- 
tary, appeared before the Senate sub- 
committee on appropriations, of which 
Senator Wadsworth is chairman, to ask 
for a substantial increase for the Reserve 
elements. 

Colonel Stebbins presented the point 
that the third component of the Army, 
represented by the Organized Reserves, 
was vTeceiving scant consideration when 
the modest amount asked had been re- 
fused by the House, and a sum granted 
which represented only 2.1 per cent. of 
the appropriation. He urged that = 
items be increased as follows: $1,000 
tor the R.O.T.C.; $900,000 for the ere 
T.C., and about $2,000,000 for the O.R.C., 
making a total additional of $3,650,000, 
which still represents less than four per 
cent. of the total appropriation. 

Dr. Drinker reviewed the history and 
importance of the R.O.T.C. movement and 
gave some detailed information in regard 
to its suecess. Colonel Cosby spoke about 
the wording of the bill, urging a change 
sv that the entire amount would be avail- 
able for camp purposes instead of being 
restricted to uniforms, transportation and 
food only. 

The Senate committee seemed to be in- 
terested and favorably inclined toward the 
various items specified. As the War De- 
partment had previously strongly urged 
increases in these amounts, it is hoped 
that ultimately there will be substantial 
increases in the appropriation.

WILLIAMS. 


Brig. Gen. Constant Williams, U.S.A., 
retired, a gallant officer of the Civil, 
Indian and Philippine Wars, with a dis- 
tinguished and efficient record of service, 
died at his home at Schenectady, N.Y., 
April 21. He was born in Pennsylvania 
May 25, 1843, and during the Civil War 
served as a private and sergeant in the 
3lst and 82d Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
frem J 23, 1861, to Sept. 11, 1862. He 
entered the Regular Army Feb. 20, 1863, 
as a private in the General Service, and 
Le received his first commission, that of 
second lieutenant, 7th Infantry, June 29, 


Some of the more prominent battles 
General Williams took part in during the 
Civil War were: Warwick Court House, 
The Seven Days’ Fighting, Siege of York- 
town and Williamsburg. After the Civil 
War General Williams served almost con- 
tinuously in the West, taking part in most 
of our Indian wars. 

In 1876 the Gevernment was unable to 
get rations in to the Belknap Indian 
Agency on account of the river being 
frozen and the Indians there, Assinni- 
boines and Crows, were in a state of re- 
volt. To send a large force, it was thought, 
would surely precipitate a battle, so Gen- 
eral Williams, then a captain, was sent 
with but a small detachment. By his 
fearlessness and tact, however, he won 
their confidence, accomplished his mission 
and trouble was averted. 

At the battle of Big Hole, Mont., in 
August, 1877, he was twice wounded, but 
refused to stop fighting. For his gallant 
conduct he was awarded the brevet of ma- 
jor. After the Indian troubles were over 
the General was appointed Indian agent 
te the Navajos and his fairness and hon- 
esty in all his dealings endeared him to 
those people. While serving as Indian 
agent the Spanish War broke out and he 
at once requested to be relieved and al- 
lowed to join his regiment. He did get to 
Cuba, but too late for that campaign, but 
served in Philippine campaigns. 

When colonel of the 26th Infantry he 
was placed in command of the 3d District 
and 2d and 3d Separate Brigades in the 
Philippines. Upon him fell the task of 
pacifying the worst districts in the islands, 
the Camarines, Albay, and Sorsogon. The 
energy and activity he showed were re- 
markable. The natives never knew when 
the command under General Williams 
would show up, until he made a surprise 
attack. 

On one occasion he slipped away from 
a dance about midnight and with a small 
escort rode forty miles before sunrise 
through hostile country. At noon the 
next day he was seventy miles away or- 
ganizing the force which in six weeks 
compelled the surrender of Belarmino and 
pecified the province of Albay. Simul- 
taneously he started another campaign in 
the province of the Camarines Norte with 
a like result and immediately afterwards 
cleaned up the province of Camarines Sur. 
In four months the territory embraced in 

his command was completely pacified. 

General Williams received high official 
commendation on Oct. 11, 1901, from Ma- 
jor Gen. J. F. Wade, commanding the De- 
partment of Southern Luzon. He reached 
the grade of brigadier general July 12, 
1904, and was placed on the retired list 
May 25, 1907. on account of the age limit. 
He married Miss Cornelia Peake De Camp, 
of Saratoga Springs, N.Y., in 1865. Gen- 
eral Williams was a member of the M O. 
L.L.U.8. and other societies and clubs. 

General Williams is survived by his 
widow, his daughter. Mrs. RN. C. Croxton, 
his granddaughter, Mrs. J. A. H. Torry, 
and three great-grandchildren.

“If you feel that you are entirely effi- 
cient and that you should be immediately 
advanced to the next grade, the Lord help 
you and give you a soft spot on which to 
land, -because nature will follow her 
ceurse in spite of hell.”

In a recent notice to commanding gen-

REPRESENTATIVE ROGERS CALLED 

A SECOND GUSSIE GARDNER. 


“Has Massachusetts given the country 
a second Gussie Gardner?” This is the 
question that is being asked by those who 
have listened to the speeches and watched 
thc activities of Representative John Jacob 
Rogers of Massachusetts during the con- 
sideration of the Army Appropriation bill. 
Mr. Rogers, like Col. Augustus P. Gard- 
ner, is a forceful debater and has a broad 
view of questions of national defense. 

It will be recalled that “Gussie” Gard- 
ner, as he was affectionately called by the 
entire country, was a pioneer in national 
defense matters. He was the first to at- 
tract the attention of the country to the 
lack of reserves for the Regular Army and 
for any system for training and instruct- 
ing citizen soldiers, Under the system 
then prevailing when Mr. Gardner took up 
the subject, the Regular Army had just 
sixteen reservists and the member from 
Massachusetts called it to the attention 
of the country by entertaining them at a 
dinner at a, Washington hotel. 

He was so far advanced in his ideas 
upon what the country should have in the 
way of an Army and Navy that his efforts 
were referred to by those in high author- 
ity as “an academic discussion.” When 
the war against Germany was declared he 
showed the sincerity of his professions by 
entering the Army and he gave up his life 
on his way to France. 

Mr. Rogers, like the former member 
from Massachusetts, stands as insistently 
for an adequate Navy as for an adequate 
Army. During the debate on the Army 
bill he called the attention of the House 
to the fact that the three members of the 
sub-committee of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee who had really Written the bi!l had 
always been against any form of prepared- 
ness and did not support measurez for 
speeding up the conduct of the war. His 
speech was the sensation of the Army e- 
bate and recalled vividly some of the ef- 
fcrts of “Gussie” Gardner. Now Mr. Rog- 
ers is preparing to make the same kind of 
a fight for a treaty Navy.

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CAPT. LUKE McNAMEE, U.S.N., SHOWS 
NEED OF STRONG NAVY PERSONNEL. 


’ Capt. Luke McNamee, U.S.N., made a 
Stirring address before the Military Order 
of the World War at Washington on April 
af oqaines reducing the personnel of the 
U.S. Navy below 90,000 men and 6,000 ap- 
prentices, which he plainly pointed out is 
the minimum on which the efficiency of 
the fleet can be preserved. 

He stated among other things that he did 
not believe that our peo wish to lower 
the strength of the Navy below that agreed 
upon as necessary to our security. Cap- 
tain McNamee in the course of his remarks

The Naval treaty and the Root resolu- 
tions for regulating submarine warfare 
have struck a snag in France. It is now 
considered unlikely that France will ratify 
them. The French take the position that 
they will be the heaviest losers under the 
treaty. French sentiment is fast growing 
against the pact and it is likely that the 
treaty will be allowed to slumber without 
official action.

55(b), prescribes that for warrant 
officers ‘‘a leather belt without shoulder straps 
will be worn on the outside of the coat when on 
duty under arms, The belt will be worn under 
the overcoat, except in the field when the pistol 
and canteen are carried, when it will be worn 
on the outside of the overcoat.’”’ There is noth- 
ing in the new regulations mentioned about 
ome attachments. (2) Par. 40, Sub-par. (g), 
provides that ‘Warrant officers and enlisted men 
who served on active duty as commissioned offi- 
cers in the Army of the United States in the 
World War, and w commissioned service 
was terminated honorably, are authorized to 
wear a band of forest green braid, % inch wide, 
on both sleeves of the service coat and over- 
coat, the lower edge of the braid to be three 
inches from the end of the sleeve. The fact of 
such honorable service must be established by 
the claimant to the satisfaction of his post com- 
mander.” (3) Nothing is mentioned as to in- 
signia worn on the ve of the white uniform 
coat of warrant officers. It is plain all the 
way up, and, of course, collar ornaments are 
worn. ) The figure 900 is merely an indica- 
tion that it applies to warrant officers, just as 
the O before officer’s number indicates it is an 
officer. Whether or not the figures after 900 in 
the case of warrant indicate their standing 
as to rank could not be learned af the War De- 
partment. (5) Applications are being received 
and sccepted from those men who declined the 
warrant grade and who had resigned but were 
still in the Service; with the proviso attached 
that they had originally been selected by the 
board for appointment to the warrant officer 
grade. Names are being placed on the eligible 
list, but as the proposed bill cuts the number 
of warrant officers to 600, there are at present 
sufficient warrant officers to last from eight to 
ten years. If you come within this class and 
desire to file your name, suggest you do it 
before June 30, which date the War Department 
has fixed as a limit in granting this opportunity 
to these men. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 


If the salary or compensation of an office to 
which a retired officer or enlisted man is to 
be appointed does not amount to $2,500 per 
annum the provision of the act of July 31, 
1894 (against the receiving of dual salary), 
does not apply. If the salary or compensation 
amounts to $2,500 per annum the statute pro- 
hibits anyone holding it from holding any other 
office with compensation attached; including 
office on the retired list. If neither the re- 
tired pay nor the pay of the ether office 
amounts to $2,500 per annum, says the Comp- 
troller General, both may be received by one 
and the same person without regard to their 
aggregate amount, the act of May 10, 1916, 
which limits the aggregate payment of two or 
more salaries to one person to $2,000 per an- 
num not applying to retired officers and en- 
listed men of the Army or Navy. 





An officer of the Navy was tried by G.O.M. 
and found guilty of charges alleging malpractice, 
neglect of .duty and scandalous conduct. He 
was sentenced by the court to be dismissed 
from Navy. The J.A.G. on review recom- 
mended approval of the proceedings, but that 
the findings and sentence disapproved. 
Secretary approved the recommendations of the 
J.A.G. The Comptroller General says that the 
final result of the proceedings places the officer 
in the status of “not guilty,” and he is en- 
titled to all —— as an officer in that position. 
The officer’s claim for foreign shore increase in 
pay for the period he was in arrest and attend- 
ng trial is sustained.

A lieutenant colonel, Air Service, with ratings 
of junior military aviator and airplane Pilot 
was “reli.ved from present assignment and 
duties, an? will report to General Staff College 
as student officer.” The question of his right 
to flying pay while at the college is decided 
adversely by the Comptroller as fo.lows: 

_“Regular and frequent participation in aerial 
flights is no part of the duty of a student offi. 
cer at the General Staff College. Officers of 
Infantry, Cavalry, Artillery, or other branches 
attending as student officers are not required to 
participate in flights, and no more is required 
of a student officer of the Air Service who has 
qualified as airplane pilot. If in the adminis. 
trative view continuous flying is necessary to 
maintain an airplane pilot's efficiency, considera- 
tion should be given that fact in assignment. 
And if Par, 1269%, A.R., has for its purpose 
to require an officer holding flying rating to con- 
tinue practice in flying notwithstanding duties 
that may be assigned him not requiring flying, 
that is a requirement addressed to the persona} 
fitness of the officer, and not a duty assignment 


entitling to flyimg pay. (See 26 Comp. Dec, 
539, respecting voluntary flights.) Flights 
made by Colonel C while assigned as a stu- 





dent officer, G.S. College, did not continue him 
in a flying status for pay purposes.” 


OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE 
GENERAL, U.S. NAVY. 


In the case of a marine found guilty of 
bringing liquor into the barracks because he 
im the party one member of which carried 
the flask, the Advocate General sets 
aside the finding and says: ‘‘In an offense of 
this character in order te make a party not 
actually committine the offense an aider and 
abettor and therefore a principal, it is neces- 
sary to prove that such party actively aided 
and abetted in the commission of the offense, 
No such active participation was shown under 
this charge. Clark's Criminal Law, page 103, 
in referring parties to crime, states that, 
“Mere presence and neglect to prevent a felony 
will not of itself make one a principal in the 
second degree, and this is true even though 
} ved cn so present is to be benefited by the 
eed. 


WAR BOOKS. 


The Life of Clara Barton, in two volumes, 
by William E. Barton. (Houghton Mifflin Co., 
New York.) The life of Clara Barton, founder 
of the American Red Oross, is a story of unique 
and permanent interest; but it is more than 
an interesting story—it is an important chap- 
ter in the history of our country, and in that 
of the progress of philanthropy in this country 
and in the world. Clara Barton knew person- 
ally every President from Lincoln to Roose- 
velt, and was acquainted with nearly every 
man of Prominence in our national life during 
that time. The story of her life is an inter- 
esting romance, especially her experience dur- 
ing the Civil War. Anyone who has been 
interested in the work of the Red Cross will 
be more interested after reading this book. 





_ Standard Seamanship for the Merchant Ser- 

vice, by Felix Riesenberg, C.E. (Van Nostrand 
Co., New York.) This book of twenty-two 
chapters covers the subject of seamanship so 
thoroughly that even a landsman can gain 4 
good working knowledge of things nautical by 
reading it. It will prove invaluable to sea- 
farers. The book deals with the various types 
of vessels, with hull construction, the technique 
of ropes, knots, splices, blocks and tackles, 
steamer rigging and cargo gear. One whole 
chapter is devoted to stowage, explaining in 
detail how to stow various kinds of cargoes, 
and another deals with the carrying of live 
stock. The action of tank vessels and a de- 
scription of the various types of tanks is ex- 
plained. The book also contains chapters on 
passenger vessels, small boats, the bridge, rules 
of the road at sea, handling a steamer, han- 
dling a sailor, weather at sea, safety on board 
ship, and ship maintenance. The author is & 
master mariner in sail and steam, and during 
the war was lieutenant commander in the Vol- 
unteer Naval Reserve, commanding the school- 
ship Newport. 





ag Roosevelt, Its History and Develop- 
ment, by Capt. F. L. Beals. (George Banta 
Publishing Co.) An interesting statistical story 
of the planning and development of this suc- 
cessful camp. 





Imperial Military Geography, by J. Fitzgerald 
Lee. (William Clowes and Sons, Ltd., Lon- 
don.) This book thoroughly covers the study 
of military geography; the geography of the 
British Empire, including dimensions and dis- 
tances of the British dominions, colonies and 
possessions. It contains a new map of Europe, 
showing the gains and losses to the nations 
which took part in the great war, as the result 
of the Treaty of Versailles. It has a chapter 
devoted to the highlands of Europe, which in- 
clude Switzerland and the Balkan States; also 
the flatlands of Burope, which include Russia 
and Holland. One chapter is devoted to Africa, 
and another to the Middle East. In the second 
part of the book questions in examination pa- 
pers set for the army and staff college entrance 
examinations are fully answered. Twenty test 
papers on military geography are included. 
The book will give any reader a thorough 
knowledge of the military geography o{ Europe. 





Sergeant York and His People, by Same_K- 
Cowan. (Funk and Wagnalls Company, New 
York.) This is not a war book, but a record 
of the making of an American. Here is givet 
for the first time the full story of the remark 
able fight put up by the Tennessee mountainee?

Sergeant York killed, sing 
handed, twenty-five Germans, silenced and ut, 
manned thirty-five German machine guns, an¢ 
brought a3 prisoners into the American lines 
181 Germans who had fought him while the 
were entrenched on a hill-top. The descriptio 
of the Valley of the Forks o’ the Wolf in whit 
lies the village of Pall Mall, where York live 
the life,and characteristics of York’s neighbor® 
the handicaps under which these mountain peopl:
